“In the Carpathians our troops de- 
livered an attack north of Uzeok Pass 
and occupied several heights.

LAME DELIVERY SYSTEM. 
Secretary Redfield, in a letter writ- 
ten to Senator Fletcher to accompany 
the report, declared that for years the 
United States had gone along with its 
ocean shipping in the hands of its 
co rs, “like a department store 
without any delivery system except 
such as our competitors were willing 
to supply us. 

“You cannot as a matter of eco- 
nomics imagine Germany or England 
continuing permanently to transport 
on favorable terms to us American 
goods on any such scale as to seri- 
ously threaten German or English in- 
dustrial markets,” the Secretary's let- 
ter continued. 

“Like an ostrich with its head in the 
sand, we have put our money and mer- 
chandise at risk of the European war. 
American capital invested in ships un- 
der European flags can be and has 
been destroyed by the acts of hostile 
cruisers. American capital in goods 
transported in vessels under foreign 
flags has been lost or injured when 
such vessels have been sunk or held 
up, and American goods for which 
Americans long since paid are today 
lying in foreign harbors merely be- 
cause they are in ships under the flag 
of a belligerent. 

“The time has been when war risks 
shut off the movement of American 
wheat and delayed the movement of 
American cotton, and it is quite within 
the range of probability that such a 
time may reoccur. Both on the basis 
of economic grounds and on grounds 
of self-insurance against war risks not 
of our making, an American merchant 
marine is a necessity. 

“There are ports of Europe today 
that eagerly seek our cotton and we 
know that our brethren in the South 
anxiously desire to sell their cotton, 
and the price abroad is such as our 
producers would be thankful to re- 
ceive. Between these two stands the 
excessive rate and the scarcity of 
ships.”

KANSAS ADVANCING BY LEAPS 
UNDER “DRY” REGIME. 


was pointed to as the proof that pro- 
hibition actually does prohibit, in an 
address by Arthur Capper, Governor- 
elect of Kansas. before the national 
convention of the Internationa) Prohi- 
bition Association here tonight. He 
asserted that the fact that Kansas is 
prosperous and at peace with itself 


“Prohibition is not an easy condi- 
tion to achieve or maintain,” he said. 
“Tt takes constant vigilance and 
ceaseless enforcement of law.“ 

Mr. Capper touched on woman suf- 
frage in Kansas when he asserted that 
in the State no man can gain office 
on what is known as a “wide open” 
platform: that the women would de- 
feat him if the men should fail. 

Kansas has reduced its per capita 
consumption of liquor to $1.25 an- 
nually, as compared to the $21 an- 
nual per capita consumption of the 
average State having saloons, the 
speaker pointed out. He also assert- 
ed Kaneas has the lowest percentage 
of Untersee in the United States,

QUEEN. 


Many Organizations of All 


During Exposition Year 


Kinds Agree to Euter for 


Most Popular Woman to Reign over Entertainment 


in Los Angeles—Banquet 


Starts Iden off Auspiciously. 


OS ANGELES is going to have a 
queen in 1915 — Queen of the 
Kingdom of Joy and Empress of 
the Imperial Southland. 

At a banquet at the Alexandria last 
night the 1915 General Committee 
launched the idea, it was indorsed 
heartily by seventy-five men prom- 
ment in the industrial, civic, fraternal 
and social life of the city, and this 
morning the work of selecting candi- 
dates for the greatest contest of its 
kind ever held in the United States 
will be commenced. 

Nearly every business institution, 
fraternal organization, club, associa- 
tion, public utility, motion picture 
concern in the city and county—zin fact, 
nearly every organization of account 
il have a candidate of its own se- 
lection who by February 1 will enter 
the general contest for the selection of 
a queen. 

The plan outlined last nicht by Mot- 
ley H. Flint, chairman of the Gen- 
eral Committee, and George Gold- 
smith, chairman of the Queen Contest 
— is briefly stated as 

ws: 

Each organization, association, in- 
stitution, club, city or business house 
in Los Angeles county will select its 
candidate for queen. This selection 
will be by vote in the organization, 
the votes to cost.a nominal 
When the pri 
the organization, the highest 
date will be declared the queen and 
all the votes cast in that organization 
will go to the credit of its candidate 
in the general contest. The candidate 

certified to the committee by 


The candidates so selected will be 
entered in a general contest wherein 
anyone with the price of a vote is 
eligible to participate. At a time to 
be fixed later, the contest will close 
and the candidate receiving the high- 
est number will be declared elected. 
A score or so of the contestants who 
are closest in the vote to the success- 
ful candidate will form a court of 
honor to accompany the queen upon 
all occasions. 


Pach week during the life of the 
contest a substantial prize will be 
awarded the contestant receiving the 
highest vote during that week. This 
will not only stimulate interest in the 
general election, but will encourage 
immediate reporting of all votes. 

The prize to be a amo 
other henors, is a week's visit to the 


privilege of acting as queen upon all 
social occasions during the entire 


—— 


year of entertainment, including re- 
ceptions to the President, members of 
Congress, the naval attaches and all 
other prominent visitors. 

The object of the queen contest is 
obvious on its face—it is to help raise 
money for 1915 entertainment by ap- 
portioning the burden over an im- 
mense population where it will 
amount to a few pennies on each in- 
dividual, whereas if the money were 
to be raised through the usual chan- 
nels it would hit a minority with un- 
‘eeming force.’ 

The price of a vote will be so small 
that everyone can afford to participate 
in the election. 

Chairman Flint explained the finan- 
cial situation and the need for adopt- 
ing some attractive method of raising 
the money without making a drain on 
any individual pocketbook. He ex- 
plained that it is really no donation, 
for whatever money is spent in the 
contest is kept in Los Angeles and in 
circulation. . 

Primarily the money to be raised 
in such a contest is needed for the 
Elks’ convention. It will cost $75,000 
to entertain the Elks in July. One- 
third of this has been raised by the 
Board of Supervisors and another 
third by the 1915 Committee. The re- 
maining third is expected to be raised 
by the contest. 

“There will be 450 conventions

They re- 
minded me that this item could be 
considered already settled if the can- 
didates were limited to men in simi- 
lar positions. For yeur own good I 
hope and believe you will select an | 
examining board ot experts. I would 
suggest Dee or Spaulding (W. A.) and 
the L. A. member and John T. 
Doyle as another, and let the two de- 
termine the third, unless you took El- 
liott Good, who is also in Washington, 
and could confer with Doyle.”

June 27 in reply, in part:

I have not 
written to Mr. Doyle, for the reason 
that I thought it might be unwise to 
put Mr. Doyle and Mr. Doty in com- 
petition with each other. I hope you 
will be here before the examination, 
begins, as I wish to bring you into con- 
sultation. Since writing the above I 
have received a note from Mr. Doty 
stating that he is willing to take the 
examination.”
